President, Critics Weak on 


Public Spending Arguments 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington — The weakness of both President Roosevelt and his cri- 


tics is that they indiscriminately cither champion or condemn public 
spending. Mr. Roosevelt allows himself to be pushed into blanket de- 
fense of spending while his opponents likewise weaken their own case 
by blanket criticism of spending. 


The absurdity is clear if you throw together a 


crackpot scheme like the Passamaquoddy tide-har- 
nessing project and the Panama canal and say that 
they are both spending projects and therefore both 
of them are bad (or good), 


Moving over to another type of project, consider I 


the hospital. 
It is supposed to be sound economy 


if a hospital is built privately, but government waste 
if it is built publicly. A. A. Berlc, Jr., testifying be- 
fore the O'Mahoney Temporary National Economic 
committee, said the government does create wealth 
in the form of parks, public buildings, and public 
hospitals. It is absurd, he said, to say that a pub- 
lic hospital is not "wealth" because it serves the 
area without charge, and that a private hospital is 
"wealth" because it charges each patient. What is 
the difference whether the charge is paid by the Raymond Clapper 
patient, or is distributed over the whole community, so far as the use- 
ful value of the hospital is concerned? 


Mr. Berle used an apt contract in citing the Brooklyn bridge and 


It is absurd, he said, to consider that 
the Brooklyn bridge is not wealth because it is a free bridge and paid

But before leaving the subject of 


spending, note the 
distinctions 


made by Dr. Alvin H. Hansen, Har- 
vard economist, before the Tempo- 
rary National Economic committee. 


He said the ordinary run of gov- 


ernment 
expenditures, operating 


expenses which in modern times 
must include social service, relief 
and welfare expenses, should be 
balanced by tax receipts over an 
entire business cycle. This portion 
of the budget should be balanced, 
in other words, not necessarily 
every year but over a short span of 
years. 


But when public investments are 


made in long-term durable projects 
like a bridge, it is sound. Dr. Han- 
sen thinks, to borrow if provision is 
made for amortization and .interest 
charges within the lifetime of such 
projects. 


"When an individual builds a 


house," he said, "and borrows the 
funds to defray part of the cost, his 
personal budget cannot -be said to 
be out of balance if his income is 
adequate to cover interest and am- 
ortization. 


State and local governments al- 


ways have done this, and the same 


accounting should be adopted by 
the federal government. 


Again I cite those historic at- 


tacks in the Philadelphia National 
Gazette in the summer of 1830: 


"It is an old and sound remark 


that government cannot provide for 
the necessities of the people . . . 
some of the writers about universal 
public instruction and discipline 
seem to forget the constitution of 
modern -society, and declaim as if 
our communities could receive In- 
stitutions or habits like those of 
Sparta. The, dream embraces great 
republican 
female academics to 


make Roman matrons . . . The 
scheme of universal equal educa- 
tion at the expense of the state 
would be a compulsory application 
of the means of the richer for the 
direct use of the poorer classes: and 
so far an arbitrary division of prop- 
erty among them." 


Now there's an issue for those 


who are alarmed about present ten- 
dencies. Go back to fundamentals 
and get rid of this government 
spending for public schools. It is 
competing with private schools. If 
public money shouldn't go into hos- 
pitals, 
why should it go into 


schools?

For with the 
collapse of organized resistance to 
public spending, with the demon- 
stration that the Republicans, with 
few exceptions, will, in fact, vote 
to spend when they are put to the 
test, there is no very important 
concrete issue on which a factional 
or a party fight can be waged. 
Since it is axiomatic in politics that 
you cannot beat a horse with no 
horse, Mr. Roosevelt's political po- 
sition is very greatly strengthened. 
Barring events that are now un- 
foreseeable, he will dominate the 
next Democratic convention, and 
he can create a discord in the Re- 
publican convention by confronting 
it with issues, measures and acts on 
which the Republican politicians 
are greatly divided. 


That the Republicans in congress 


were headed for trouble has been 
increasingly evident to any one 
who has observed them since they 
arrived in Washington last Janu- 
ary. To those who realized the tre- 
mendous need of effective opposi- 
tion, the spectacle of the Republic- 
ans as a body, certain individuals 
excepted, has been thoroughly de- 
pressing. They have misjudged the 
real situation just about complete- 
ly, and their policy, such as it is, 
has been based on amateurish il- 
lusions. 
Base Oratorical Attack 
On Spending: Policy 
" Thus they have based their ora- 
torical attack against the spending 
policy on at least three illusions. 
The first was that national bank- 
ruptcy was near enough to frighten 
the voters. It is not European ex- 
perience shows that governments 
can spend a much larger proportion 
of the national income than we do 
and carry on more or less indefin- 
itely. The second was that the 
spending does induce some recov- 
ery and. while morally and politi- 
cally it is an exceedingly dangerous 
method, it does work.

It was an event which marked not 
only the moral collapse of the so- 
called economy bloc but, very prob- 
ably, it marked also the disintegra- 
tion of the organized political op- 
position in this congress to the 
President and the New DeaL At the 
polls last November public senti- 
ment expressed itself by a vote 
which, on the face of the statistics, 
indicated that there was a popular 
majority against the New Deal. This 
sentiment has been represented in 
congress by a loose coalition of con- 
servative Democrats. Between May 
8 and May 12 this coalition fell to 
pieces. 


Mr. Roosevelt has not been slow 


in recognizing that the political op- 
position was demoralized, nor did 
he fail at once to take advantage of 
the opening. With the collapse of 
the opposition in congress, the op- 
position from the Treasury within 
the administration lost its effective- 
ness: Then, the president, with a 
few face-saving concercions to Mr. 
Morgenthau and Mr. Hanes plump- 
ed for the policy of continued and 
enlarged spending. He took the New 
Deal into its fourth, or is it its fifth, 
phase. For the ideal of a budget in 
which income and outgo would bal- 
ance an ideal to which he had al- 
ways- hitherto paid lip service, he 
substituted the conception of large- 
scale public investment as a per- 
manent national policy.

President and New Deal 
Have Regained Initiative 


The political position in Washing- 


ton has very suddenly been trans- 
formed, in that the president and 
the New Deal have regained the in- 
itiative which they lost in Novem- 
ber, and the opposition is disorgan- 
ized and demoralized. If the admin- 
istration, succeeds, as it may, in 


ministration of the reforms, as In 
the case of WPA, or with the fail- 
ure of the reforms, as in the case 
of agriculture, to achieve whnt was 
promised. 


This has caused the Republicans 


to get themselves Into a position 
where they seem to be opposed to 
the reforms, where they can be 
charged with being opposed 
to 


them, though they have not and 
will not propose the repeal car even 
the radical amendment of any of 
them. That is not competent pol- 
itics. 


In the field of foreign relations 


they have 
made their position 


equally untenable. Their cardinal 
mistake here has been to misjudge 
altogether the real gravity of the 
world situation, and to act, there- 
fore, as if foreign policy were a do- 
mestic factional and partisan ques- 
tion. They have accused the presi- 
dent of magnifying the dangers of 
world war when, as a matter of 
fact, the danger has been and still 
is very, very real. They have repre- 
sented his efforts, which have been 
my no means ineffective, to pre- 
vent a world war as an intrigue to 
entangle the 
United States in a 


world war. 


The net result has been to dimin- 


ish somewhat the influence of the 
United States, but politically the 
personal position of the president 
has been greatly strengthened. For 
as long as war is averted, a great 
mass of the people will recognize 
that he has played a part in avert- 
ing it. If 
war comes, those who 


hampered his efforts to avert it will 
be in a very uncomfortable posi- 
tion, whereas Mr. Roosevelt will be 
recognized as the man who foresaw 
the danger and prepared, as far as 
he was able, to meet it. 


With the peace of the 
whole 


world teetering in the balance, it is 
not competent politics to say that 
the danger is imaginary and to tie 
the hands of a man who is trying 
to avert the danger. 


I do not know what conclusions 


are to be drawn from all this. This 
is a report of the facts as I see 
them. And the main fact is that 
the opposition to Mr. Roosevelt and 
the New Deal is disorganized, 
which is regrettable, since effective 
opposition is indispensable under 
our form of government.

WHEN SUGAR BECOMES SOUR 
Only a month ago Louisiana farmers 


were required to plow under 40,000 acres 
of green fields that normally would have 
produced about 800,000 tons of sugar- 
cane. 


It was an order of the United States 


Department of Agriculture that started 
the plows. The fields at the time were 
knee-high with cane. The 10,000 farm- 
ers involved had been hoping the order 
would be countermanded. 


Most of this crop 
was put in the 


ground last fall before it became known 
just what final decision would result from 
Mr. Wallace's mental gyrations upon the 
huge and bumbling subject of agricul- 
ture. 


The American Sugar Cane League 


fought hard at Washington to stave off the 
order. It asked the right for a normal 
growth of sugar in continental 
"United 


States. Hopes ran high when the sen- 
ate passed a bill prohibiting any reduc- 
tion this year. But thereafter Mr. Roo- 
sevelt jumped into the breach and it was 
evident that even if the House passed 
the bill a veto would result. 


It is the Wallace order that a total in 


the country of 128 million pounds of sugar 
be destroyed in this manner. This will 
prevent approximately 4 million dollars 
worth of sugar ever getting to market 
from the plantations. 


Of course, the smaller amount of su- 


gar cane to be cut means a smaller num- 
ber of laborers to use on the plantations. 
Thus do the relief rolls in the southland 
point skyward again. 


The funniest part of this whole pro- 


cedure is that we in America cannot raise 
enough sugar for ourselves. Actually we 
import about 70 per cent of our consump- 
tion, some from Hawaii, some from Porto 
Rico, some from the Philippines but the 
important fraction from Cuba nestling 
thare in the arms of our President as a 
dark-eyed rhumba dancing Good Neigh-, 
bor. 


But what do we care what happens at 


home so long as those in other countries 
are taken care of? 
We could almost 


grow fat upon the reflection of how they 
love us and praise us and applaud our 
statesmen when they visit them. 


There was a time when we wouldn't 


permit any sugar to come into this coun- 
try to the detriment of our-own people. 
And we added to that another provision 
that such sugar as did come in must be in 
an unrefined state so that the extensive 
refineries along the Pacific and the At- 
lantic would employ steadily great num- 
bers of men. But in his infinite wisdom 
our President doesn't think this is quite 
fair to the workers down in Cuba, so un- 
der Mr. Roosevelt we have imported more 
refined sugar, and our refineries have 
let out more men, than at any other time. 


The executive committee o'f the Cane 


Sugar League at New Orleans issued this 
statement: 


"Fourteen mills in the state received 


1939 quotas which were less than the 
carry-over from last year. This means 
they can't sell any raw sugar this 
year and must wait until 1940 to dis- 
pose oi the rest of the 1938 crop" 
We trust the workers at New Orleans, 


New York and San Francisco who have 
been put on the relief rolls after losing 
their jobs in the refineries will be smart 
enough to move to Cuba. That's the place 
to get a job in a sugar refinery.

PACKING PLANT 


The other day I visited a pack- 


ing plant, and you may be sure 
I saw a great many kinds of meat! 


The first room I went, into hap- 


pened to be one in which the work- 
men were making sausages. 
It 


was a huge room, perhaps 90 feet 
wide and 150 feet long. There were 
dozens of "batches" of sausage in 
view. 
I heard one of the men 


speak of a huge bucket of sausage 
filler as "the pudding." 


Mr. Matt Wcger, a longtime sau- 


sage-maker, was my guide- ' He 
took me past grinding machines, 
mixing machines and stuffing ma- 
chines. 


"How do you make liver saus- 


age?" I asked. 


"We use hog liver." he replied. 


"First we scald it with hot water 
for six minutes. 
Then we grind 


it and mix onions and spices with 
it 
The mixture is chopped fine, 


and stuffed with the help of power 
machines. 
After being put into 


casings, the sausage is cooked for 
two or three hours at 160 degrees." 


Later in the day I visited anoth- 


er department, where there were 
huge rooms containing 
hundreds 


of" cattle which had been killed 
and cleaned. They were hanging 
from hooks in the ceilings. 


As I entered the first of these 


rooms, I was struck by the chill 
air. Looking at the thermometer, I 
found it at the freezing point. 
Meat must be kept' cold so it won't 
spoil. 


I asked many questions of Mr. 


J. K. Galoway, the man in charge 
of this department Here are some 
of his answers, put together in a 
few paragraphs: 


"We buy about 40,000 head -of 


cattle each year. The cows have 
a weight of from 700 to 1,300 
pounds. The bulls are much heav- 
ier, and average from 
2,200 
to 


2,300 pounds. 


"About half of the weight goes 


into meats of the usual kinds — 
roasts, steaks, chops and so on. We 
don't waste the rest. Not by any 
means! 


"The hide makes up about six 


per cent of the weight It is sold 
to a tannery to be made into leath- 
er. The hoofs are sold for glue. 
The blood is used in making stock 
food, also as fertilizer. Even the 
lungs are sold, to be worked into 
fish food or dog food. 


"From the pancreas of each ani- 


mal, we obtain a 
gland 
which 


weighs from four ounces to half 
a pound. We sell the glands in 
rough form at 15 or 16 cents a 
pound, and they are employed in 
making medicine. 


"Some of the bones are ground 


into bone meal. We also boil out 
marrow from the bones to supply 
a yellow grease which is widely 
use'd in making soap."
